Russia’s Reply Said to Be Ready. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 28.—Russia's re- 
ply to the last Japanese note probably will be 
dispatched on Saturday, Jan. 30. It is inti- 
mated semi-officially that the reply will be 
couched in pacific terms. 
A special meeting of the council of state, 
under the presidency of the. Grand Duke 
Alexis, considered the subject for an hour 
und a half today and reached conclusions 
which will be drafted for submission to the 
cnar’s final approval. 


High Officials Present. 

Among’ those present’ were Foreign Min- 
ister Lamsdorf, War Minister Kuropatkin, 
Vice Admiral Avellane, head of the admiral- 
ty department; Admiral Abaza, executive 
chief ofthe committee of the far east; Gen, 
Sakharotf, chief of the army staff; and M

Grand Duke Alexis will draft the report, 
which, it is believed, will receive the signa- 
tures of the members of the council and be 
presented to the czar tomorrow.

Tokio Awaits the Reply. 

TOKIO, Jan. 28.—It is anticipated that the 
answer of Russia to Japan’s latest note will 
reach Tokio not later than next Monday. 
besides the intimation conveyed to baron de 
Rosen, the Russian minister at this capital, 
that an early reply was desired, Minister 
Kurino at St. Petergburg called on Foreign 
Minister Lamsdorff and politely requested 
a response. 

Russia’s response is eagerly awaited. If it 
should prove unsatisfactory to Japan an im- 
mediate declaration of war seems unavoida- 
ple. The Japanese feel that the entire re- 
sponsibility for the outcome rests with Rus- 
sia. 

Javan is busy perfecting a financial pro- 
gram. The announced plan to issue bonds 
and increase taxation meets with popular 
approval, but some objections have been 
made to the proposed method of procedure, 
as well as to the redemption plan. It is said 
that the final] details will-be settled soon. 

The financial program of the government 
is said to be as follows: 4 

First. a domestic loan of 100,000,000 yen 
($50,000,000) ; second, the government to draft 
into the treasury the local land taxes amount- 
ing to 25,000,000 yen ($12,500,000); third, an 
increase of‘ other taxes to yield 15,000,000 
yen ($7,500,000); fourth suspension of pub- 
lic works and administrative retrenchments, 
amounting to 40,000,000 yen ($20,000,000). 

The total of 80,000,000 yen ($40,000,000) a 
year obtained by the three last measures 
will be devoted to the securing of war loang. 

The government is receiving many offers 
for the bonds, and it is said that the issue 
will be oversubscribed several times.

Colleges Have No Place ‘for Lazy or 
Irreligious Instructors. 


IDEAL COLLEGE PROFESSOR 
fila NEEDS MANY QUALIFICATIONS. 
He should be married. 
He should have three or four children. 
He should be identified with some church. 
He should take an active interest in pubiic 
affairs. 
He should have a Ph. D. degree, if under 40 years 
old. 
* He should be willing to study all summer. 


These six items. were among the qualifica- 
tions of the college professor of today as 
giveri yesterday afternoon by President Will- 
iam R. Harper in a lecture to the graduate 
students of_the University of Chicago on 
“College Administration—The Faculty.” 
The address was meant for those who in- 
tend to make teaching their profession—as 
most of the graduate students do. 
 & married instructor with three or four 
children is worth three times as much as an 
unmarried one, and he is a stronger 
man and a better teacher,”’ said Dr. Harper. 
“I don’t see how education can be. sep- 
arated in a college,”’ continued Dr. Harper, 
“from Christian work. 1 know of six or 
eight capable men who canno. secure posi- 
tions in colleges because their attitude to- 
ward retigion is—not hostile—but merely in- 
different.” 


Young Men Must Have Degrees. 

On the subject of research and investiga- 
tion, which he declared should be important - 
parts of every professor's work, Dr. Harper 
said: 

“We excuse men on college faculties to- 
day more than 40 years old who have not ob- 
tained a Ph. D. degree, but we cannot ex- 
cuse the ‘man or woman under that age who 
hasn't g Ph. D., who hasn’t done any orig- 
inal research. Opportunities for investiga- 
tion,and research are accessible to every one, 
if you only will take advantage of'them. 

“You can give yeur summer months to 
study. That is what the summer vacation is 
for. The reason that American scholarship 
has not advanced more in comparison with 
the scholarship of Germany and other coun- 
tries is that our professors think they need 
four months for rest.” 


_ Should Take.Active Interest. 
Of the attitude of the college professors 
toward the public and pubiic affairs Dr, 


Harper said that the pedagogues assumed , 
one of three positions. “ The first,”’ he de- 


clared, “is that of indifference to the inter- : 


ests of the community. The second is that 
of contempt and a feeling of supériority. The 
third is that of sympathy. Every college 
professor owes it to himself, his college, and 
the community to take an active interest in 
the things going on around him; to come in 
contact with the leading men of the com- 
munity. 

"The instructor’s responsibility does not 
end with his class room work. Every pro- 
fessor should have one or two hours a week 
when the students can come to see him and 
get better acquainted with him. It is the pro-

ICE FROM SHORE TO SHORE 

| 

Big Bergs Confront Steamers and 
Windrows Forty Feet High. 


Lake navigation this winter has fitted the 
crews of the steamers In service for a “* dash 
for the pole," for it combines all the experi- 
ences of arctic navigation. The lake has at 
last frozen over, the cold spell of the last 
few days filling up the widely scattered 
spots of open water,between the ice floes. 
In most winters there is a wide stretch of 
open water in midlake. 

At many points along the west shore the ice 
is- piled up solid until it reaches from the 
bottom, forty feet deep, to an equal distance 
above the water line. At the cribs the ice 
is piled up until it is higher than the struc- 


tures. 
Large Icebergs in the Lake. 

The icebergs are of great size, and how 
they came to be formed is regarded as a 
mystery by winter navigators, as the thickest 
chunks of ice they have seen are not over 
eighteen or twenty inches through. With 
the surface of the lake entirely covered it 
is hoped that the formation of bergs will 
cease, and that all the steamers will have 
to do will be to cut a way through ice of 
ordinary thickness, taking care to get around 
the bergs. The cribs have had no difficulty, 
because the weather has been too cold for 
slush ice to form. Lake Michigan boasts 
solid floes this year. 

One of the odd things of the lake freezing 
over is that the lake levels have ceased to 
change with the direction of the wind. There 
is usually a change of from one to two feet 
in the level, according to whether the wind 
blows up or down the lake, but the level for . 
the last few days has been stationary. 


Safer When Frozen All Over. 

It is considered by steamboat. men that 
there is not half the danger in winter navi- 
gation with the lake frozen over as there 
is when there are vast moving fields of ice 
to catch the steamers and crush them. In 
the past a number of valuable steamers 
have been crushed by the floes and ‘lost. 

“It is not the solid*ice which causes us 
trouble,” said H. W. Thorp, general man- 
ager of the*’Goodrich line, “but it is the 
windrows and icebergs. The windrows are 
formed by the wind crowding the ice over 
until it is from ten to twenty feet thick. 
The next: cold snap freezes it solid and a 
steamer cannot break through, but has to 
go around. If it gets in a pocket of wind- 
rows and bergs it has to get out the best 
it can, Sometimes the boats will be several 
days in bucking their way through. Winter 
navigation is particularly dangerous.” 

Unusual Coid Is the Cause. 

The cause of the lake freezing over is found 
in Prof. Cox's report at the weather bureau. 
The average temperature for December was 
g degrees below normal, and thus far ir 
January it has been 4 degrees. This aver- 
age has been excelled but once, and thet was 
during the winter of 1876. 

“The drop in averages,” said Prof. Cox, 
«{¢ really more extraordinary Yhan the 
figures show. When you take 8 degrees off 
the temperature every.day it means a great 
} deal. Compared with last winter, the aver- 
age temperature is 13 degrees lower so far 
‘this winter. 

"Of course,. it will all average up before 
we get through with it, and the weather will 
be as much above normal as it has been 
below, but how soon the averaging up will 
begin nobody can tell. From»ingquiries we

Springfield, Jan. 28.—[ Special. }—The 
above may be -called’ Gov. Yates’ “ fiying 
squadron.” It is on call at all times for serv- 
ice in any county of the state in which he may 
want to send his “ walking delegates.” The 
governor's remarks at the “ love feast " yes- 
terday about the iniquity of sending these 
“ political walking delégates’’ into other 
counties than their own to Influence senti- 
ment and break down home rule suggested to 
some cynics here the getting up of the list. 

The names on the iist come nearer fitting 
the description than those of any other people 
now “doing politics’ in Illinois, and they 
are all for Yates. Furthermore, they have 
the advantage of having their traveling ex- 
penses paid by the state, while other candi- 
dates have to go into their own pockets in 
order to keep adherents of their own on the 


road. 
Flying Squadron Ever Ready. 

It must pot be understood for a moment 
that these afe the only ‘‘ walking delegates ” 
thé governor has at work. Aimost every 
state employé is doing something of that 
sort, as occasion presents, but the “* flying 
squadron” is the one on call at all times. 
Whenever the governor goes out to electrify 
any special section of the state with his 
speeches and presence, part or all of the 
“flying squadron’ goes with him and helps 
out the good work. And, in the meantime, 
the state is paying the bills. 

It wag this which Col. Frank O. Lowden re- 
ferred to in his speech yesterday, when he 
said that if Ogle county could never get a 
governor it had at least the distinction of 
having had the entire state capitol within 
its boundaries the week before its primaries, 
ard it was what Charies 8. Deneen was 
thinking ef when he told the governor that 
if he wanted fair primaries his first step 
should be to keep his appointees at home at- 
tending to;their duties, instead of sending 
them out all over the state, 

L. ¥. Sherman went further and told the 
governor plainiy that he was the offender 
in the *“‘ walking delegate ’’ matter, and was 
pretending to blame @ condition he himself 
had created. — 


How Advance Man Is Paid. 


The last expense account of R. M. Patter- 
son, assistant pure food commissioner, gives 
an example of how the state has to pay for 
this sort of political work. 

Patterson has been earning his pay and 
doing his duty to the state by traveling with’ 
the governor on the latter’s campaigning 
tours. Patterson’s work was that of “the 
advance man for the circus,’’ to post bills 
and to arrange for halls. Incidentally, he 
was to look after other features of advertis- 
ing. His work kept him on the road a great 
deal of the time, but all he had to do with the 
inspection of food was to properly test what 
he put into hisown mouth. He turned up at 
Springfield with an “ expense account of 
$470, all supposed to have been spent in the 
service of the state. Auditor McCullough 
threw it out. He said it was not properly | 
itemized, and, besides, did not have the “ O 
kK.”’ of the head of the department. ‘ 


Pure Food Patterson’s Activity. 

The expense bill showed wonderful activit# 
on the part of Patterson. He would be in 
one town one day, an adjoining one the next, 
a nearby one next day, and so on, justasa 
circus is routed. But in every case Chicago 
was his starting point. The bill read as if 
he had gone home every night to sleep, get- 
ting back to the’ next town the next day in 
defiance of all railway time tables and of 
what can be done if all trains are on time 
and no break in the connections. Full rail- 
way fare was charged to and from Chicago 
for every day. It was an expense account 
which would ruin the best managed mer- 
ecantile house in the world if its traveling 
men made theirs accordingly, even granting 
it to be a physical impossibility to travel 
the number of miles set forth. 

The state auditor looked doubtingly at it. 
Finally the assistant pure food commissioner 
revisedit. He knocked off a hundred and some 
odd dollars, and even then Auditor McCul- 
lough hesitated about paying it. He pointed 
out that it was as yet not properly “ O. K’d.,” 
and so it was withdrawn to have that done. 
It has not been seen in the auditor’s office 
since. ~ 
Patterson’s ‘Total Disability” Claims. 

Patterson's sidetracked expense bills are 
likely, too, to come into juxtaposition with 
claims filed-against him against five acci- 
dent insurance companies as a recompense 
for injuries received in falling from a Madi- 
son street car in Chicago Jan. 10, 1908. These 
claims ,amoUnt to $6,000, and are, it is said, 
for total disability."" During these months 
in which Patterson was “ totally disabled *" 
he has presented to the state of Illinois bills 
aggregating $1,865 for traveling expenses. 

While *‘ disabled ’’ Mr. Patterson's expense 
bills increased from less than $200 a month to 
about $500 for December. 

The accident insurance company officials 
will meet next Wednesday to decide what 
steps will be taken in the matter. It has 
been discovered that while Pattersun 
had filed his claim he had not made proof of 
the injury as required, and that no money has 
yet been paid to him. According to the 
policy contract the applicant agrees to notify 
the company when he secures additional! in- 
surance of a like character from other éom- 
panies. This, it is sdid, Mr. Patterson has 
neglected to do. 

Henby Jones, Oratorical Foil. 

The work of Pure Food Commissioner 
Hanby Jones with the “ flying squadron ”’ is 
largely oratorigal. The governor is firmly of 
the idea that no one can make quite as effect- 
ive a speech as himself, but still it is neces. 
sary to have a foil, much as a handsome 
woman likes to travel round with a homely 
one. Down in his own country, in southern 
Illinois, Commissioner Jones esteemed an 
orator on his own account, byt it has been 
in the northern part of the state he has been 
of use lately. He precedes the governor and 
tells the audience how all of Egypt is hunger- 
ing and thirsting to have Yates renomi- 


nated.

a bill filed yesterday by Thomas Cusack & 
Co., seéking to have the city enjoined from 
interfering with them in the erection of sign- 
boards, and from levyingga tax for the use of 
billboards. 

The complainants decalre they are har- 
assed by the police authorities, that the 
tax charged by the city is greater than 
their regeipts, and that the ordinances have 
caused a practical cessation of business. 
They say they receive from their customers

The ordinance restricting the placing of 
signs on residence streets, the tomplainants 
\say, is void because the city council at- 
tempts to declare what is not a nuisance 
through itself really is a nuisance, which is 
beyond the power of the council. 

The bill attacks the signboard ordinance 
on the ground that the council has not the 
power to regulate or license, that thelaw is 
unreasonable and oppressive, and that it is 
class legislation.

Supposed Murderer and His Friends 
Prove to Be Innocent and Fright- 
ened Laborers.

The state of Illinois soon will erect a mon- 
ument in the national military, park at 
Vicksburg, Miss., in honor of the.35,0v0 IIli- 
nois soldiers and sailors who .participated 
in the siege of that city, from March 29 
to July 4, 1803. Plans of the memorial will 
be approved, this afternoon at a meeting 
= State commission at the Union League 
club, 

The structure, expected to cost $150,000,

Great Dome to SurmountIt. . 


The main portion, forty-eight feet in dia- 
meter, will be surmounted by a hemispherical 
dome, the crown of which will be fifty-eight 
feet in height. The pediment of the portico 
will be decorated with the sculptured figure 
ofa scribe, supported by Fame and Valor, the 
whole representing History, enrolling the 
names of the Illinois soldiers and recording 
their deeds as they march by. Bronze tablets 
on. the exterior of the temple will have bas- 
reliefs representing Richard Yates, the war 
governor of Illinois, presenting Ulysses 8. 
Grant his commission as colonel of the 
Twenty-first lllinois; the gunboats running 
the batteries at Vicksburg.on the night of 
April 16, 1863, and the surrender of Vicks- 
burg by Gen. Pemberton. mi 

Around the exterior of the dome will be 
engraved the sentiment from Lincoln’s sec- 
ond inaugural, “‘ With malice toward none, 
with charity for all,’’ and the last phrase in 
Gen. Grant's farewell order to the army, 
Let us have peace.”’ 

The circumference of the interior will bear 
panels of size and number sufficient to con- 
tain the names of all the Illinois soldiers 
who took part in the siege. 


Markers to Show Positions. 


In addition to the temple, eighty stone 
markers wil! designate the points where 
fifty-five infantry regiments, fifteen batteries 
of artiliery, and ten troops of cavalry ad- 
vanced nearest to the fighting. 

The commission which made arrangements 
for the monument, of which Francis A. 
Riddle is the chairman, was appointed by 
Gov. Yates May 14, and inspected many 
designs before accepting those submitted 
by Architects Jenney & Mundie of Chicago. 
i wo hundred and fifty thousand dollars was 
appropriated for the work. ; 

The site of the military park stretches from 
‘he Mississippi river on the north around 
the city of Vicksburg to the Warrenton 
road on the south, and contains 1,300 acres. 
It includes the lines maintained during the 
siege by both the union and confederate 
forces. Extensive improvements are to be 
made by the govérnment ard states. 


Wear Stronghold of Confederates. 


The site of the Illinois memorial is upon a 
small knoll on the north side of the Jackson 
highway leading, from Vicksburg to Jack- 
son, Miss., and 400 feet southwest of the 
Shirley residence, which since the siege has 
been known as the ** white house.” 

The spot is one of the most conspicuous 
within the limits of the military park, and 
was the point upon which the McAllister bat- 
tery was stationed during the siege. It is 
within sixty.rods of what was one of the 
strongest fortresses of the confederate 
stronghold, which was designated by most 
of the union soldiers as fort hill. 

Logan’s division of the Seventeenth army 
corps was strung along this position, and the 
most famous sap run by the soldiers in 
Logan's command passes the Knoll upon 
which the state will erect the memorial.

Suggestions for the gstablishment of a 
fund for conducting research. work in an 
effort to discover a cure for pneumonif 
yesterday were made, as a resuit, of the 
demand of Dr. Arthur D. Beyan before the 
Chicago Medical society Wednesday even- 
ing that physicians acknowiedge to the pub- 
lic that there is absolutely no known remedy 
. for the disease. 

Dr. Bevan afterwards said the prevalence 
of pneumonia makes it of importance that 
immediate steps be taken to find a remedy, 
He said it is one of the lew diseases concern- 
ing which the medieal protession knows ro 
more now than it did 100 years ago... 


Institute Is a Necessity. 


“The sweeping inroads recently made on 
human life by this disease afford an oppor- 
tunity for men of wealth with the welfare 
of the human race at heart to establish a 
fund of $400,000 to $500,000 as an endow- 
ment for research work along this line,”’ 
said Dr. Bevan. 

“We want some man or group of men 
in this community to devote $25,000,a year 
to such a movement. 
in this country or elsewhere there has been 
any special research. 


Should “ Own Up ” to Public. 


“The study of medicine has reached that 
point as an exact science where physicians 
know. accurately the limitations of drugs. 
They recognize that there is no known cure 
for pneumonia, KH is time they acknowledged 
When this is understood 
by all I believe assistance will be offered 
from every side to help any attempts made 
to solve the problem. 
“In typhoid fever much has been done by 
the medical profession to prevent the devel- 
opment of the disease, although no cure has 
been found for it. In pneumonia, however, 
practicaily nothing is offered, even as a pre- 
ventive of the ravages of the discase. 
the case of cancer hundreds of thousands of 
dollars are annually expended in Europe and 
in this country. 

‘Research work also is progressing to 
learn the best and most successful treatment 
for scarlet fever. For this purpose a fund of 
‘$20,000 a year has been set aside by Mr. and

Hospital Staffs Might Aid. 


‘*Some similar arrangement 
made for the special study of pneumonia. 
Separate quarters might be set aside at 
some hospital or the work be done in con- 
nection with one of the medical colleges. 
In this way the investigation might greatly 
benefit from the experience and observa- 
tion of the specialists on these medical 
staffs. 

‘Some physicians are reported as dissent-. 
ing from my view that drug treatment is 
useless in cases of pneumonia. There is not 
one who even says he knows of any cure for 
Nearly every physician : has 
what he calls his favorite prescription for 
pneumonia—some drug he always gives 
when called in to administer for the dis- 


Declaration Interests Physicians. 


Dr. Bevan’s declaration that drugs were 
valueless in pneumonia treatment stirred up 
physicians throughout thecity. They agreed 
with Dr. Bevan in a general way that there 
is no known cure for the disease, and that 
the resisting power of the patient is his only 
salvation, but protested vigorously that 
drugs were of assistance in helping the 
patient to resist and throw off the disease. 

Dr. William E. Quine declared that the 
‘ judicious use of medicine exerted a profound 
influence on the life of a patient. 

Dr. William E. Morgan said the most to be 
done with drugs was to help support the 
patient—to keep up his vitality.

Scha- 
fer Murder Said to Suspect 
Man Now in Bedford. 


Doctors Who Made Autopsy De-

murder mystery. When it will come no one

‘cago yesterday .they are cloaking their 


movements in the greatest secrecy. 


ly certain that some one will be accused 
of the murder of Sarah C. Schafer a week 
ago. 

The suspect is a young man well known in 
Bedford society. Investigation during the 
‘last week has revealed that he was ac- 
quainted with the pretty school teacher and 
had parted from her on unfriendly terms not 
long before her murder, He is still in Bed- 
ford, and, while his name has been men- 
tioned in connection with the murder, the 
public lately has been induced to believe 
that he was not guilty. 


New Evidence Develops. 

With great persistency, however, there has 
come to light one link after another in a 
chain of circumstantial evidence too strong 
to be disregarded. Since the arrival of the 


‘Pinkertons this chain has been strength- 


ened. Reéxamination of witnesses has re- 
vealed facts that hitherto have escaped the 
attention of the local officials. According to 
one report, emanating from a person promi- 
nent in the present investigation, the au- 
thorities are not agreed as to the time when 
the arrest shall be made. 4 

City officials today admit that Bedford has 
no adequate means of preventing mob vio- 
lence # an arrest were made. Thus the little 
village occupies the peculiar position of fear- 
ing to take the responsibility of an arrest if 
the guilt of any one person has been estab- 
lished beyond question. 

The “sweating” given Joseph Heitger, 
the colicge athiete, last night was said by 
Mayor Smith today to have been designed 
to clear the young man of suspicion. Smith 
gave his sanction to the examination when 
it was suggested by the detectives. 

**Don’'t bother about the of sum- 
moning Heitger before you,’ was a remark 
attributed to one city official. ‘ Tell him 
it’s for his own good to tell us everything.” 

The question had been discussed whether 
Heitger would resent a second examination, 
having previously been asked to give an 
account of himself on the night of the mur- 
der. 

Heitger’s Movements Studied. 

An attempt is being made to establish the 
exact time when Heitger left his home for 
the old library building on the night of the 
murder. First statements made by the 
young man himself and members of his fam- 
ily fixed this time about’ 6:45 o'clock. Ac- 
cording to one report today, Heitger left the 
house as early as 6:15 o’clock. This is said 
to have been established by the testimony cf 
several women. This being true, Heitger 
would have been 6n his way to the ol library 
building at the time when the murder was 
committed. 


Add New Facts About Autopsy. 

The three physicians who conducted the 
autopsy on the day following the murder 
went before the court of inquiry today and 
said they desired to add to their original 
statement. In addition to the wounds former- 
ly described there was, they said, a con- 
tusion on the neck under the leftear. Ques- 
tioned by the detectives, Dr. Freeland stated 
that the contusion was such as would have 
been produced by a powerful blow of the fist— 
“the blow a prize fighter might give his 
opponent.” He added that were this blow 
the first inflicted, it probably rendered the 
girl unconscious. 


Anonymous Letter in Case. 


An anonymous letter, in which the writer 
states that he and three companions killed 
the school teacher, was received by Mrs. 
Martha Johnson today. It wasat Mrs. John- 
son’s house that the young woman boarded. 
The letter is postmarked Cincinnati, and 
it read: 

* “ Take this to those smart detectives. Am 
well and hope when these few lines reach 
you that you are the same as on the night 
when Miss Schafer was murdered. I just 
killed her because I loved her. She would not 
marry me. We had a few words about some 
matters. If you do not catch me in forty- 
eight hours, draw in your horns. There are 
three of us to catch, you smart fellows.”’ 

Called Heitger ‘‘Crazy Ikey.”’ 

South Bend, Ind., Jan. 28.—[Special.]~ 
Joseph Heitger’s statement that he never 
had any trouble with Miss Sarah C. Schafer, 
the murdered Latin teacher at Bedford, wa; 
disproved today by the finding of a letter 
which was written by Miss Schafer to an Elk- 
hart (Ind.) friend. The letter is postmarked 
Bedford, and is dated Jan. 16, five days pre- 
vious to the murder. 

In the letter Miss Schafer refers,to Heitger 
as Crazy Ikey and Bag Puncher.” ‘TYhe 
letter has been turned over to the police and 
a verbatim copy has been sent to the author- 
ities at Bedford. 


What She Wrote of Heitger. 

The extract referring to Heitger is as fol- 
lows: ‘‘ Thursday evening, while we were 
eating supper, I received a telephone mes- 
sage. The fellow jollied me, and I thought 
it was a crazy Ikey that I’ve had trouble 
with. Well, 1 got disgusted and hung up 
the receiver. Finally the bell rang, and this 
time I heard, ‘ Say, Sarah, this is Bert, Al- 
bert, don’t be sore at me.’ I was surprised 
and tickled well nigh to death, as you can 
well imagine. We went to a show, laughed 
ourselves crazy, and had a good time in 
general, it seemed so good to see some one 
from home.”’ 

Albert is an Elkhart man. He formerly 
lived at Mishawaka and became acquainted 
with Miss Schafer while she was attending 


school at Elkhart. 


Brother Denies Engagement. 
‘Elkhart, Ind., Jan. 28.—Miss Schafer’s 
brother reiterates the statement of the fami- 
ly that they are confident that she was not 
engaged to any one. He said: ‘‘ You can- 
not make this too strong, and I speak for 
my parents also.”’

VAIN RECORD RUN ENDS HERE. 


Cc. W. Clark, Who Tried to Reach Wife 
Before She Died, Goes East on 
Regular Train. 


After a record breaking? journey of over 
2,000 miles, Charles W. Clark, son of United 
States Senator Clark, arrived in Chicago at 
1:50 yesterday. afternoon, having made the 
journey from Arizona in less than forty 
hours, in an effort to reach New York to see 
his wife before her death.

FIVE NEW INDICTMENTS AND 
ARRESTS AT MILWAUKEE.

Feige. Puls, and Strauss Are accused of 
being implicated in a deal whereby the county 
paid $5.75 a ton.for coal that was sold by 
dealers for $4.00. the officials: gettirg the 
rakeoff. They were arrested on one indict- 
ment each. and still another one on the’ same 
charge is pending against them upon which 
they wil] be arrested tomorrow. 

Galewski is accused of the same charge. but 
no other indictments are pending against 
him.

In Session Two Months.

Forty officials have been indicted by the 
jury during that time, and the work is less 
than half done. Tonight the jury reported 
five' to ten new indictments, but the names 
have been withheld and no arrests will be 
made until tomorrow, because the sheriff is 
not able to bring In the grafters as fast as 
the .jury.. indicts. When the jury is dis- 
charged on Saturday ‘official investigation 
wiil not be allowed to lag. but on Monday a 
new grand jury will be sworn in and take 
up the work where the present one has 
left off.’ 


LORENZ OWED MACHEN $25.000 
AND WAS PARTNER OF GROFF. 


to Explain Checks Drawn in Favor of 
the Accused, 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 28.—The defense 
in the postal trial opened today. Mr. Mad- 
doy. on behalf of the Groffs, said he would 
prove that George E. Lorenz in 1895 had pur- 
chased for $500 a one-half interest in the 
Groff fastener. 

Hie was followed by Mr. Kumler, for the 
Lorenzes, who asserted that as far back as 
1888 Machen, George ©. Lorenz. and his 
brother engaged in the oi] business in Ohio, 
and that as a result of their various trans- 
actions George E. Lorenz owed Machen $25,- 
000, and that whatever mhoney Lorenz paid 
to Machen was in settlement of an honest 
debt. 

When Mr. Kumler in the course of his open- 
ing remarks said that’“Mrs. Lorenz had been 
scandalized by the government, which haé 
treated her with cruelty, Mrs. Lorenz broke 
down end wept bitterly. 

The only witness for the defense today was 
Miss Ina 8. Liebhardt, chief clerk of the 
rural free delivery division, who had testified 
for the government. She gave in great de- 
tail a statement of the administrative duties 
of the superintendent of the free delivery 
division, and said that since 1901 she had 
placed Machen’s name and initials on nearly 
every paper going out of the free delivery di- 
vision. 

Miss Liebhardt said that she - signed 
Machen’s initials or name to at least 300 
papers a day, and that many of them related 
to Groff fasteners. This, she testified, was 
done in a routine manner, because the Groff 
fastener had become a fixed supply.’ Miss 
Liebhardt said that in all these transactions 
Machen never indicated. to her to increase 
the number of fasteners, and never had di- 
rected her to take any steps to hurry forward 
the approval of bills. She further testified 
that Machen never had talked with her on the 
subject of Groff fasteners except in connec- 
tion with the trial of this case.

Bull Leaders in New York Steck Ex- 
charge Again Boost the Fature

‘New York, Jan. 28.—[{Special.]—Cotton fu- 
tures crossed the 16 cent mark today, reach- 
ing the highest record known since the days 
immediately following the civil war. The 
July option was the first to reach that high 
mark early in the morning session, and the 
excitement was intense when it became evi-~ 
dent that the bull leaders had decided again 
to boost the market.

Half 
a dozen brokers were anxious to take profits 
at this point and the sale establishing the 
new mark was made at once. 

If those who took their profits at 16 cents 
had waited they could have seld their cot- 
ton around 16.40, which was the high point 
reached by the July option today, and it 
represented an advance of about 65 pointa 
over the closing prices of Wednesday. To- 
wards the end of the session there was a 
slight recession of 15 points, but even with 
this advance the present crop options amount 
to about 55 points. 


Market Runs Wild.

January, cotton went to 15.87, March 
touched 16.24, May went to 16.80, and Au- 
gust reached 15.85. There was no great néws, 
but everybody seemed to be afraid of a 
squeeze, which might put some of the shorts 
out of business. Receipts were fair, but 
their volume was not as large as exponents of 
the large crop idea would like to have them. 

Some definite idea of the crop will] be at 
hand next week, when the census bureau will 
make public {ts report of the amount of cot- 
ton ginned up to Jan. 16. This report is an 
extra effort on the pat of the department, as 
originally it had not Intended to make any 
report between the one for the period ending 
Dec. 16 last and the one next April, when the 
final report of the entire crop Is to be made. 

The spot cotton markets were also strong, 
spot cotton in this city advancing nearly 80 
point, to 16.25, for middling uplands. 


Effect on Cotton Goods. 


Because of the rise In the raw cotton the 
market for-cotton fabrics is in a particularly 
unsettled and excited condition. A repre- 
sentative of one of the largest interests said: 

“There is.no use quoting prices. We have 
withdrawn from the market all our open 
quotations. When a buyer asks for goods, if 
we have what he desires, we offer him a 
price. We make no sales unless we have the 
goods or the material with which to make 
it. Prices change daily, sometimes hourly 
I believe most other houses are transacting 
business in the same way.

BURIAL OF HARWICK MINE DEAD. 


Rescue Parties Recover 106 Bodies, 56 
Having Been Identified and 
18 Interred. f 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 28.—Burial processions 
and rescue parties in charge of the newly 
recovered bodies passed each other today on 
the road that leads from the Harwick mine 
to the morgue. and many were the pathetic 
scenes. Of the 106 bodies recovered and 
taken to the schoolhouse morgue, fifty-six 
have been identified, and eighteen have been 
buried. 

The caskets were placed in a group. with 
the ministers who were to perform the last 
rites standing by them. The bodies of those. 
miners who belonged to the Roman Catholic 
church were placed in a group by themselves, 
and over them the priest stood until all were 
ready to be moved to the cemetery. i: was 
a short and simple service, and then the 
journey to the cemetery began. 

The foreign miners almost to a man refuse 
to enter the mine to assist In the rescue 
work, yet the volunteers from outside points 
are doing such good work that they are 
bringing out bodies faster than the corps 
of undertakers can handle them. The relief 
fund now exceeds $10,000. Chairman Bigley 
of the relief committee today sent appeals 
for aid for the destitute families to President 
Roosevelt and Mr, Carnegie, John D. Rocke- 
feller, and Senator Hanna.

HIGHWAY ROBBERY IN THE EAST. 

r a long time past Chicago has had an 
unenviable reputation because of the fre- 
quency of burglaries, robberies, and hold- 
ups. Absurd reports have been sent abroad 
and the real conditions have been so greatly 
exaggerated as to give the general impres- 
sion that it is unsafe for any one to go out 
nights alone, and that the police are power- 
less*to protect either life or property from 
the invasion of thugs. 

TS a certain extent these reports have 
beew correct. There have been many rob- 
beries, and the police, although they have 
made many arrests, have not been able al- 
together to put an end to them, but the 
mocking comments made by eastern cities 
have not been warranted. Two of these 
cities are now suffering from the same 
trouble. In Philadelphia police authorities 
are vainly seeking tograpple with it.

THE REAL SOUTHERN MAN. 

A few days ago Tug Tripune stated the 
views of a northern woman, long resideut in 
the south, as tosouthern men. These views, 
which appeared in the Independent, are now 
replied to by a southern woman in the same 
periodical, and show us the other side of the 
picture. It is difficult to say which of the 
women has the better of the argument, but it 
is fair to say that the southern woman, be- 
eause both emotional and imaginative, is 
the more entertafning, if not the more con- 
vincing, of the two.

ing Yankee deacons somewhere in New Eng- 
land,” 

She defends the southern man as a lover, 
“and when he ceases to be a lover he is 
retired to the archives of society, having 
really ceased to exist in the most delightful 
sense of being.” Her definition of a lover 
in the south is “ every man, not simply the 
one who is attached to one woman. His 
ig a narrowed vocation.” His principal 
limitation as a lover is his awe of the in- 
tellectuai prude. She eloqrently defends 
his spiritual mindedness, for however per- 
verse his ways may be he depends upon his 
God for salvation and will “ fight as gal- 
lantly for his faults as he does for bis 
virtues.” In epncluding she says: 

I do not believe the southern man will ever be- 
come idemtical with the northern type any more 
than I think the soil in Vermont will grow cotton,

LETTER OF MAROUISE DE FONTENOY

ORD KNOLLYS has officiaily an- 
nounced in behalf of King Edward 
that the latter has no intention of vis- 
iting the court of Russia this year, and 
that all the announcements to the con- 
trary have been without foundation. The 
curt tone of the intimation does not precisely 
indicate the existence of cordial! relations be- 
tween the czar and his uncle, and the pros- 
pects of peace being maintained are propoy- 
tionately decreased. At one moment—that is 
to say, during the first few months of the 
accession of Nicholas—he was on terms of 
the utmost Intimacy with King Edward, who 
had been with him beside the death bed of his 
father, and had accompanied him and sup- 
ported him during that terribly trying fu- 
neral progress of the remains of Alexander 
Ill. from the Crimea to St. Petersburg. 

But that these relations between uncle and 
nephew have not been maintained in any- 
thing like their former degree of cordfality 
and intimacy is well known, and greatly to be 
regretted, Since the friendship between the 
rulers of Great Britain and Russia goes a 
long way towards the maintenance of peace. 

Of course, a visit of King Edward to B8t. 
Petersburg at this Juncture would be awk- 
ward. Por there is no doubt that popular 
sentiment in Russia at the present moment 
is even more exasperated and embittered 
against England in connection with the im- 
broglio in the orlent than against Japan. 
Indeed, King Bdward, whatever his treat- 
ment by the emperor and empresa might be 
on the banks of the Neva, would be regarded 
by the army and by the people there as more 
or less of a foe, whose policy has contributed 
to the embarrassment and to the humilia- 
tion of the Muscovite empire. 

King’ Edward will, however, pay a visit to 
Berlin and to Potsdam in April. This is al- 
ready officially announced, and the fact that 
he should thus go to Rome, to Vienna, to 
Paris, to Berlin, and even to Lisbon before 
paying to his nephew, the czar, the visit cus- 
tomary after accession is consideredin court 
and political circles as significant. 

As Cecil Spring Rice’s name has been men- 
tioned as likely to succeed Arthur Raikes as 
first secretary of the British embassy at 
Washington, it may be of interest to the 
many friends which he made.in this country 
duri his former sojourn here as second 
secretary to Lord Pauncefote’s mission to 
learn that he has just become engaged to 
Miss Florence Lascelles, the only daughter 
of Sir Frank Lascelles, the popular British 
ambassador at Berlin. Bver since the dea:ia 
of her mother Miss LasceHes has, with the 
assistance of her aunt, Lady Edward Caven- 
dish, done the honors of her father’s em- 
bassy, and is not only a most accomplished 
hostess but also & great favorite at Emperor 
William's court. her mother was a daughter 
of that Sir voseph Oliffe who was so famous 
in Paris during the greater portion of the 
reign of Napoleon III. as the latter's physi- 
clan. Indeed, it was at the persona! request 
of the French emperor that Sir Joseph was 
knighted by Queen Victoria. 

Sir Joseph was a close persona! friend and 
business associate of the first duc de Morny. 
Together they founded the now fashionable 
seaside resort of Deauville, and both of them 
figure under transparent pseuaonyms in Al- 
phonse Daudet’s novel, “ The svabob,”’ the 
,portrait of Sir-Joseph being a disgraceful 
calumny, while that of Morny indicates 
base ingratitude on the part of the author, 
who, when he came to Paris as a callow 
youth, and was almost destitute, received his 
first step and the first helping hand from 
the duc de Morny, who gave him a clerk- 
ship in the department of his private sec- 
retary. ; 

Cecil Spring Rice is now first secretary at 
St. Petersburg, and is one of tne favorites 
of the foreign office, having been tn turn 
private secretary to the late Lord Granville 
and to Lord Rosebery. He is a grandson of 
the first Lord Monteagle of the present crea- 
tion, whose peerage has no connection, save 
that of name, with the former Lords Mont- 
eagle, who were not Spring Rices, but Scan- 
leys, one of them playing a notable rdle dur- 
ing the reign of King James I. in connection 
with the gunpowder plot. 

Admiral Sir Edward Chichester, who will 
always be kindly remembered in this coun- 
try, especially among naval men, on account 
of the friendly feeling for America which he 
displayed at a critical moment in Manila bay 
in the days there of Admiral Dewey, has 
just received one’of the most agreeable and 
important commands at the disposal of the 
British admiraity. It is that of commanding 
naval officer at Gibraltar, which is one of 
England’s two great naval stations In the 
Mediterranean, the other being Malta. It is 
a shore rather than a sea berth, and carries 
with it the finest residenc> on the rock, the 
house standing in lovely and large gardens 
some 800 feet up the hill above the dock- 
yard, and consequently commanding superb 
views of the straits and the Atlantic beyond,

An extraordinary controversy has been 
raging in the English press with regard to 
the spelling of certain names in the peerage 
and baronetage which begin with a double 
consonant, the question having been raised 
apparently by Lady ffrench’s (sic) dona- 
tion of money to the new cathedral at West- 
minster for the erection of an altar on the 
condition that all the materials used in its 
construction be Irish. This [Irish peeress 
insists that her name should be spelt as in 
olden times, with two small “ ffs ” instead of 
with a capital “F,”’ which has led Lord 
Sherborne to write to the papers protesting 
against this “affectation,’”’ which he de- 
clares “‘an eyesore to the public” and a 
self-degradation.”’ 

The ffrenches of Lord ffrench’s family are, 
so far as I know, the only people whose names 
begin with a double consonant who declined 
to use the capital letter. 

The way ¢hat the use of these double con- 
sonants ardse—they are all double “ ffs" and 
double “ is "’—is that in the olden times—that 
is to say, in the early days of printing—the 
capital B’’ and the capital were made 
by means of duplicating small “fs"’ and 
small “ls.’’ But of course the adoption of 
the present capital “F” and the present 
capital “ L,”’ as printed, renders superfluous 
the use of the double letter. Some people, 
instead of using two small consonants, like 
Lady ffrench, are satisfied with nothing else 
than two capitals, and in the English army 
list there will be found one or more officers 
who write their name “ LLoyd,” which is 
just as much an affectation as that of the 
ffrench famiiy. 

I may add that Sir Thomas ffrench, at the 
beginning of the eighteenth century, aban- 
doned the small “ff.” But it was resumed 
by his successors and is now used by al! 
the members of the family. The latter was 
founded by Edmund ffrench, mayor of Gal- 
way, in 1606. The peerage was first, con- 
ferred upon Lady ffrench of Castle ffrench 
at the end of the eighteenth century, with 
remainder to her son. The present Lord 
ffrench makes his home at Buluwayo, Rho- 
desia, in south Africa, his only brother and 
heir living at Johannesburg, in the Trans- 
vaal,

SETBACK IN STOCK LIS 


LIQUIDATION MOST PRONOUNCED 
SINCE RECENT RECOVERY. 


Losses in Number of ShAres Are More 
than a Point—Weakness Is Attrib- | 
uted im Part to Unfavorable Infiu- 
ence of Decline in Stecl—Atehison 
Second in Activity ef Trading ~ 
Speculation as to the iron Out- 
look.

NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—[{Special.]—Liqui- 
dation which is going on in Amalgamated, 
Sugar, and a few other issues was extended 
today to practically évery stock on the list, 
and resulted in the most serious setback the 
market has experienced since the recent up- 
ward movement began. Prices did not show 
much ability to stand up under the pressure 
they were subjected to, though feeble ral- 
lies occurred several times during the day. 
Closing prices were not far from the lowest. 
The losses in many cases amounted to con- 
siderably more than a point. The volume of 
business was slightly larger than on the pre- 
vious day. Transactions also were more even- 
ly distributed. A considerable part of the Sell- 
ing generally was attributed to the Bame in- 
terest which recently has been advancing 
prices, although early in the day it was said 
westerners were making some effort to check 
the decline, which made its appearance at the 
opening. 

In some quarters weakness in the market 
at the opening, apart from the unfavorable 
influence of the decline in United States 
Steel, was attributed to the selling of con- 
siderable stock by London, although) sub- 
sequent inquiries showed selling from this 
souree considerably exaggerated in early 
reports. Estimates of The net results of for- 
eign trading differed even more than usual, 
but probable transactions on balance 
amounted to abeut 10,000 shares. In some 
stocks, particularly Atchigon, trading was 
on both sides of the account, but the opera- 
tions all told were not large. 


The decline in Steel probably was the most 
potent of the unfavorable influences at 
work, and an unfavorable view is taken of 
the situation by thg Iron Age, coupled with 
various unverified feports of an unfavorable 
character, having to do principally with pos- 
sible reductions in steel prices. The trade 
reports in regard to the steel situation are 
at variance with what has been accepted 
in the opinion of Wall street—namely: that 
there has been a decided improvement in 
the general condition of the steel trade. 
Atchison, the second stock on the Hst in 
point of activity, waa additionally promi- 
nent because of the strength which it showed 
during much of the day, while the rest: of 
the market was weak.

the firemen were unable to do more than at- 
tempt to prevent the spread of the flames 
to the loaded freight cars on the adjoining 
tracks. Several cars were destroyed. 

The fire plug was at Sixty-ninth street, and 
Marshal Kenyon sent in a _ general 
alarm, which soon was followed by a special 
call for more engines. These were relayed 
along the streets and one stream of water 
was directed on the cars. 

The building burned for three hours. It 
contained no grain, but was to have been 
started next Monday. A journal, heated 
while limbering up the machinery, was the 
cause of the blaze. Supt. 8. W. Grosh esti- 
Mated the loss at $75,000, and said it was 
covered by insurance. The building had a 
capacity of 200,000 bushels.
